Professor Drummond's subject was, "Tha 


Struggle For Life." He said: 


"The first great struggle was to get man 


started oil his upward journey. The inertia 
of things is such tlmt without compulsion 
they will not move of themselves. The 
whole world moves, and therefore every- 
thing in the world must move. 


"A man eats food ia the morning, but !.;• 


must soon move to get more. The RIM 
moves to the west, the wild animals mo.c 
about, and tho man moves away for sa'el., 


"The first law of evolution is Che law <,f 


motion. Man's body is a quivering ma->s 
of earthen leaven. It ia always on the verjiu 
of something else. It is like a house built 
on cauls. A shock, friction, wind or fire 
affects it strongly. 


"A single movement of any part of the 


body draws new energy toil. Man walks, 
and muscFes are mode and developed. In n 
child there is a constant building up—in an 
old man a constant repairing. 


"Under the stimulus of competition man 


goes on to an advancing improvement. 
Take him at the time when he was Mr. 
Darwin's 4-tooted quadruped, and he wasn't 
a very vigorous animal, and soashocouldn't 
do much with his body he called something 
else into action—the mind—and the quad- 
ruped took a club to help him in his Strug 
gle for life. 


"To use a club the animal must stand 


erect, and so_it has continued until we 
have the well developed, erect man of to- 
day. 


"To prove that this erect position is un- 


natural, take a baby when it is born, and 
it is a quadruped, and fur the first months 
tho baby goes on aN fours. Then also see 
how a man always wants to sit down. 


"The next stage after an invention is to 


improve upon it or to further its useful- 
ness. After taking tho club roughly torn 
from tho tree one was found one day with 
a point, and that was appreciated, and the 
clubs were sharpened by rubbing them 
against lougb stones, and in that way the 
spear came into use.

It is not mere 
accident; it is the predestined evolution of" 
man. 


"Digging In the soil for mollusks and 


bulbs suggested agriculture. By catching 
ot first theyoungor wild animals and keep- 
ing them for their flesh afid milk the ad- 
vantage of domestic animals was shown. 


"Man slowly passed from the animal to 


the savage. The sense of power grew strong- 
er and with it the sense of virtue. 


"Now 
be subjugates other animals and 


other men arul takes to hiniwll the host of 
the earth. The struggle of life is called 
war. 
War to evolution is not simply war- 


fare, but the means of developing man 
War is the fostormolher of civilisation, the 
educator of the races. Itcieated a larger 
sphere for the individual. 


"Each community is governed by the law 


of self preservation, and so it is forced to 
flight for surtirient food with which to feed 
itseli, and so occurred the struggles for the 
most fertile lands, the best game reserve 
and the best fishing wal ers 
That is war. 


"Primitive man was a selfish man. He 


was so of necessity. lie lived alone and for 
himself. Primitive man looked out for 
number one. 


"A war combination made him think of 


100 instead of one. He didn't stop thinking 
ot himseU, but ho slowly began to think of 
others. Number two was his wife. Three, 
four and five wore his children. Alter 
learning to bear with these, he learned to 
bear with others. 


"The struggle for life is tis irresistible a 


stimulus as life itself 
The man must 


struggle. 


"It is evolution or death. And among all 


the struggles Rome man will once in awhile 
perform a noble, self forgetful deed, and 
that deed seen by others will never bo for- 
gotten, and as it ia talked of around the 
carnph're the love of heroism grows and 
grows 


"From the struggles of tribes and com- 


munities emerges the nation. Then comes 
revolution. 


"An isolated man could not live in a sav- 


age country. Either he would be forced to 
unite with a tribe or he would be lulled. In 
all the explorations of Africa not a single 
isolated savage has ever been found. He 
must belong to a tribe. 


"He cannot leave it. If the tribe fights, 


he must fight No man b'y> the mere con- 
struction of the world liveth to himself. 


"It is absurd to say that man evolved 


himself. As well might one say that a book 
printed itself. It was impossible for the 
savage to keep out of nature's machine, and 
once in the machine to keep tarn being 
molded by it. 


"The savage went in the machine and 


came out the man. 


"The struggle for life ia only one factor 


in evolution. Science did not invent the 
struggle for life; it only showed its great 
moral value. 
The other name for this 


struggle Is called the survival of the fittest. 
If this is to be a good world, the bad must 
be eliminated or transformed. The law of 
the survival of the fittest demands that ev- 
'ery man and every animal shall live its 
best 
No better law was ever evolved. 


"Before science was horn nature had 


termed the struggle of life war. 
The first 


sciencB was of \\ or, the first industry that 
of war, the first music that of celebrating a 
victory in war, and the first religion taught 
trust in the god of war. 


"Peace and the vices of civil life only 


flourish together. But it is here that the 
l.tudtnt of history is in danger of going off 
the rail. It is poss ible to believe that all Is 
now to go on peacefully. 
This is wrong. 


But nothing can justify war today among 
civilized nations. 


"The struggle of life, however, must still 


go on. The social struggle ia now going on. 
Instead of the sti uggle for bread, the strug- 
gle is for money with which to buy bread, 
and these struggles result in making man 
better."—Boston Herald.

Alaska Indians In liattlo. 


"The natives of Alaska have a very pecu 


liar custom when they engage in battle," 
said Thomas F. Ford, a tourist from Buf- 
falo. "I spent nearly a year in Alaska sev- 
eral years ago and found the study of the 
natives most interesting. 


"With most people, civilized and other- 


wise, when they engage in combat it is 
with the purpose of wiping out t.he opposite 
side if possible, and they never stop during 
their fight to adjust matters. 
In Alaska i 


two rival tribes will engage in warfare, f 
After fighting each other and killing or I 
wounding a number on both sides they ' 
will stop the combat, and the rival chiefs 
will adjust the damages', as it were. 


"The custom at fust seams laughable, 


but it is very serious nevertheless. Here is 
one instance. A chief of co nparatively low 
rank was wounded through the cheek by a 
ball from a musket from bis opponents. 
In the adjustment of damages which fol- 
lowed it was ordained that the side which 
had done the wounding should even things 
up by killing one and a half men. As they 
couldn't kill half a man they killed two 
men. 
So that the relatives of the second 


man, 
who would have been half a man if 


such a thing were possible, might be treat- 
squareiy they were given 40 blankets. 


"After adjusting their differences the 


tribes would tight again, aud they might 
fcuspend hostilities two or three times dui^ 
in£ the day."—Washington ytar.

In the year 18001" was one of the crew of 


the British survey brig Advance, which 
was surveying the islands to the south of 
the Sandwich group. Kiugman shoal, Pal- 
myra islands and other shoals and islands 
had not been closely surveyed, and we were 
spending the summer in this work. The 
brig was a craft of 200 tons, and being a 
government \ essel was under strict disci 
pline. 


About the middle of September we were 


at Fanning island, when a heavy gale came 
up from the west, and we had to run for 
the open sea to the east.

Din- 
ing this time we were running a little east 
of north and having all we could do, and 
when the ga!e broke we were at least 200 
miles to the northeast of our island. It wa> 
midafternoon before we got the brig about, 
and she had scarcely been headed back 
wtion a wkaleboab carna clown upon UK 
from the norDhwest, and when we got her 
crew aboard we heard a very interesting 
story. 


There were eight of them—a first mate, 


two harpooners and five hands. 
All be- 


longed to tho British whaling bark Pen- 
rose of Liverpool. Twenty days previously 
she had run into Honolulu and discharged 
half a cargo of oil and shipped three Portu- 
guese sailors to replace hands who had 
been lost at sea.

As day dawned (he« 
was every prospect of a continuance of tlu 
calm, and two boats, each containing eighl 
armed men, were dispatched to get posses 
siou of the bark. Our first mate had charge 
of one and Cummiugs of the other, and 1 
was in the first boat. 
Our instructions 


were to board at any sacrifice, but spare tin 
pirates for the gallows if possible. 


After a row of two hours wo came to th< 


entrance of the bay, aud there was the bark 
before us. She had a snug anchorage, aud 
everything aloft was as tidy as you please 
She wasn'fover half a mile away, as it was 
not a deep bay, and we were no sooner in 
sight than wo heard a cheer from her decks, 
followed by the boom of a cannon and the 
sound of a round shot over our heads. In 
rummaging the vessel the men had discov- 
ered an old 3-pound cannon which had lain 
in the hold for many years. This they had 
hoisted out, loaded with a shot intended 
for the feet of a dead man and flred from <i 
carriage so poorly constructed that the gun 
dismounted itself. The bark lay stern to 
ward us, as the tide was i mining out, and 
we pulled to board her on either bow. 


Captain and mate had both left revolvers 


aboard, and these were cow used by two o] 
the pirates. While we were sweeping ur 
they killed two men and wounded a third, 
and a fourth man was wounded as we 
boarded. The Portuguese ran to the cabin 
for shelter, arid we found the white sailoi 
dead at the foot of the mainmast, they hav- 
ing clubbed him to death tho night before.

Where nuch a couma 
seems necessary a physician and sanitary 
expert will prescribe measures necessary wj 
obviate any suspicious conditions, and un- 
less these are complied with tho places will 
be declared untenantable for those connect- 
ed with the university. This may lead to an 
advance in the lowest rents, which, how- 
ever, will be more than offset by the feeling 
of security against avoidable illness.—Bo1) 
ton Transcript.

The mallet is lifted, and 
a loud, sonorous chant rings through tho 
stillness: "AH clear ahead I Tlmberl" 


Then tho mallet falls—once, twice, thrico 


upon tho wedges. Tlieie Is a slight creak- 
ing; 
tho logger flings the mallet isidu and 


rushes backward; tho cleft widens; tho 
great green head stirs. Then, with a rush- 
ing, 
thundering roar, mingled with tho 


sound of the rending fibers of the trunk, 
tho giant teais his mighty arc through tho 
air. A cloud of blackness envelops the fall. 
The air is dark with dust and moss, and fly- 
ing fragments. 


Tho roar is superb ns the tree crashes its 


way through tho underbrush, louder than 
cannon, but with no harshness—more like 
some mighty breaker that has climbed 10,- 
000 miles of sea to beat its heart out on o 
lonely shore.—Atlantic Monthly. 


Tliu Growth of Vine TrcoB. 


Tho pine is a tree which requires* great 


deal of light. Its top towering nbove the 
other trees in tho forest demonstrates this. 
Trees which grew up in the natural forest 
and must, therefore, in their earlier years 
have been densely shaded show far less 
growth both in height and diameter than 
those which grew up after Ore or on cleared 
laud. Thus tile great majority of the trees 
cut in tho largest pine operation on Pcnob- 
scot waters this year were from 200 to 225 
years old, whilo trees of similar dimensions 
cut in tho city of Decring ran from 130 to 
140 years. 


Starting all alike, and with no obstruc- 


tion between them and the Bun, the growth 
of the latter was very rapid. Many of them 
yearly grew more than a foot in length and 
a half inch in diameter during their early 
life, whilo in later years a thinner deposit 
of wood on a l.irger area produced a far 
greater accumulation of material. In re- 
cent years these trees, now about two feet 
through at tho butt, had been growing an 
inch in diameter in from 8 to 12 years.— 
Lewiston Journal.

THK SUNDAY QUESTION IN 


CHICAGO. 


Tlic prclimina.-y injunction granted 


by Juclf^c Stein, in Chicago, to restrain 
the directors of the exhibition from 
closing Jackson Park to the public 
upon Sunday, is evidently not intended 
as a practical measure, since the direct- 
ors are not now proposing to do this. 
But it gives occasion for a declaration 
of law upon the subject that is import- 
ant at well as interesting. There is 
no reason to suppose that the United 
States Circuit Court, which will hear 
an application on the other side to-day, 
will tulcc a different view of it. 


The essential point of Judge Stein's 


decision is that the exhibition is subject 
to the law of the State of Illinois, and 
that 
Congress 
has 
not 
mado or 


attempted to make any luws inconsis- 
tent therewith. The acceptance of 
the appropriation from Congress, on 
the condition of closing the exhibition 
on Sunday, constituted a valid contract, 
but 
tliis contract was subsequently 


altered by Congress without the assent 
of the directors, and in any event could 
not b( enforced by injunction. It is ap- 
parently upon this issue of a contract 
only that the Federal courts can come 
into the case at nil, since there is noth- 
ing in the Constitution or the laws that 
gives them police jurisdiction in the 
public parks of Illinois. 


Those who wish the show closed on 


Smithy complain that the District 
Attoiney is not very deeply in earnest 
in the matter, but that is rather to his 
credit as n lawyer. 
His application 


has nuw been reinforced by the inter- 
vention of Pennsylvania stockholders 
in the corporation, who claim that 
their interests are jeopardized by 
Sund.iy opening. This is an offset to 
the Miit of the Illinois stockholder 
heard by Judge Stein, who claimed 
that his interests were jeopardized by 
Suud iy closing, and it raises another 
point for the consideration of the 
Uiiitf d States Courts. Thus, in one 
way or another, there is likely to be 
plenty of argument on the subject, 
whatever that may be worth.—Phila- 
delphia Times.

A sight more beautiful than Jackson 


park at night cannot be conceived, so 
liberal Is the use of electric lamps and BO 
artistically t.re they arranged. For illu- 
minating tl o grounds and entrances to 
the buildings lamps to the number ot 
1,550 are pltced at Intervals of from 65 
to 75 feet, e icept at the extreme south- 
eastern pfti t of the grounds, where dis- 
tances between some of the posts are in- 
creased to 125 feet. Around the main 
entrancea to the principal buildings clus- 
ters of lamjie are placed. The arc lamps 
employed i or exterior illumination are 
supported en ornamental posts designed 
to receive one, two or three lamps and, 
•where expedient, have arm-supporting 
Incandesce! it lamps of high candle power 
inclosed within colored glass lanterns 
that afford a richly decorative effect. A 
problem of different character was pre- 
sented when the question of aisle light- 
ing with uro lamps came up owing to 
the varied nature of the exhibits, the 
character of the inclosures, the height of 
showcases and proximity of supports. 


In the fnal allotment of lamps (in 


round numbers) 1,200 were assigned to 
the Manufactures building, 500 to the 
Agricultural building and annex, 850 
to the Transportation building proper; 
Horticultural building, 250; Mines and 
Mining, 2CO; the Fisheries, 50, and the 
Illinois bti Jding 57. These are all sup- 
plied with current by the exposition 
company from the power plant, as are 
also some "50 arc lamps required in Ma- 
chinery hall.—Chicago Times. 


Ail Aged Fine Before Colnmliu> Came. 
Ever siii co the days of the first set- 


tlers in the Pike county backwoods ef 
Pennsylvania a pine tree known as the 
"Great Pine" had been a landmark in 
Green township because of its great 
height, tha tree towering far above all 
the other trees in the pine forest that 
then covered the Piko county moun- 
tains. In the clearing away of the pine 
timber, which was the main purpose of 
woodsmen for 50 years and more, this 
lordly tre<3 was left standing, and 80 
years ago t became the sole relic in all 
that region of the great primitive forest 
of pines, and since then has been famous 
throughout northern Pennsylvania aa 
the "last pine." 


The natives had always regarded the 


ancient tree with great veneration, but 
recently the land on which it stood pass- 
ed into tho hands of alien owners, and 
one day lest week they had it cut down. 
Tho tree -vas found to be 872 feet in 
height, and the infallible record of the 
rings of i1 s stem showed its age to be 
•too years, oo that it was a respectable 
tree 63 ye/trs old when Columbus discov- 
ered America. It was perfectly sound 
from butt to tip and will cut $2,000 
worth of lumber.—Pike County Dis- 
patch. 


Excavations at Tunis. 


It is announced from Tunis that exca- 


vations are now being made in the 
famous tvo headed hill mentioned by 
Virgil, which hill is situated about eight 
miles from Tunis. Many interesting re- 
mains have already been unearthad, and 
it is coniidently hoped that better will 
follow. 


A temple of Baal Saturn, which has 


been almost entirely laid bare, is attract- 
ing particularly the attention of the 
French ai chaologists because of its pe- 
culiarly interesting statues and bas-re- 
liefs. The building is situated at an ele- 
vation of over 1,600 feet, and this is an- 
other proof that the Carthaginians 
practiced their religious ceremonies on 
hills. 


On all (ho statues of the gods to which 


the tempi 9 ia dedicated tho names Baal 
and Sati rn are found together, which 
would stem to indicate that to flatter 
their Boi aan conquerors the Carthagin- 
ians had added to the name of their chief 
god that of tho highest Roman deity.— 
Chambers' Journal, 


A Chicago View of tha Naval ttUpla}-. 
New York has celebrated. Inadrl*- 


tling rain, tinder sot;gy awnings, with 
flags clinging dismally to their staffs 
and with the red on cheap printed cot- 
ton running in gory stripes acrosi wide 
expanses of dirty white into fields of 
grimy bln» many thousand inhabitants 
of Hew York have stood for a day on 
stinking wharves to view the maneuvers 
of a few ships of war and a few excur- 
rion boats monopolized by millionaires 
and exclusive society people. 


The vessels thus under survey by tho 


assembled toads of New York were from 
one to two mil es from shore, which is 
about as near as the mob in New York 
ever gets to any scene of importance, 
whether it be a wedding or a naval re- 
view.

the world. Most of them have been seen

HINTS FOR GARDENERS. 


When an early crop has matured, have 


another ready to take its place. 


Dusting white hellebore over the foli- 


age will stop the currant worm. 


The best work in fighting insect pests 


is done when they first make their ap- 
pearance. 


It is a safe rule not to expect or allow a 


tree to bear more fruit than its branches 
will sustain. 


In fighting tho curculio on the plum 


the trees should be jarred daily in order 
to mako thorough work. 


It is a safe plan at all times and under 


all conditions to cut away any dead, de- 
caying or diseased wood. 


To have pigs in the orcharc' is not only 


good for the pigs, but also good for the 
trees, provided there is good pasturage. 


An economical and easy remedy for 


many of the ailments and enemies of 
fruit trees is a good application of wood 
ashes. 


For the codling moth on the apples 


spray as soon as the fruit has set, using 
a pound of paris green to 100 gallons of 
water. 


It is possible to manure too much 


while the tree is growing, but after it 
cornea into bearing manure can be ap- 
plied without stint. 


A good rule with a young orchard is 


to keep in with some cultivated or hoed 
crop during the first five years after 
planting, manuring thoroughly mean- 
while, and then seed down to clover. 


With many garden vegetables, by 


making successive plantings two or 
three weeks apart, a supply can be had 
through the growing season and until 
hard frost in the fall.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic.

Quick Ways to Clear Land. 


By the exeicise of skill, much hard labor 


may be saved in the clearing of land. In 
this section land is cleared of small timber 
under 3 or 4 inches in diameter by the fol- 
lowing method: Take a log 1 foot in diam- 
eter nnd 10 feet in length, with the bark off. 
Have each end nicely rounded, leaving a 
good size knot; in the center, to which a log 
chain can be attached. Fasten a pair ol 
heavy mules or horses to the smaller end 
and fasten the end to the tree to be taken 
up, about 4 to 6 feet from the ground. Now 
drive around the tree, and as the roots are 
loosened (rom the soil cut them with a 
sharp ax. It is surprisinp: how quickly a 
tree can be gotten out thus, many of them 
in less than 10 minutes by the watch. Th« 
object of the log is to bring the draft down 
where the team can get at it. 


For larger trees, over 10 inches tn diani- 


eter, block and tackle must be employed, 
wluch will take somewhat longer. Trees 
can be gotten out by the roots in about the 
same time it takes to cut the tree down. 
March is the best month to clear land, aa 
the ground is soft, and with a steady team 
and three active men good progress can b« 
made every day.—Baltimore American.
